When custom and estab- 
lished principles are no longer a guide in human relations, people 
lose all sense of social security—confusion reigns.

Under this period of Uranian influ- 
ence, Politics, ruled by Uranus, has be- 
come Big Business in the U.S.A. On the 
surface level, politics today constitutes a 
machine manipulated according to the de- 
sires of the reigning power group. And 
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while the president—any president—is 
nominally the head of the country, he is 
not, under our present set-up, a free 
agent. He is not even as free as the origi- 
nal constitutional limits permitted him. 
He is committed to the many factions to 
whom he is indebted for his exalted posi- 
tion. Today, when one votes it is not for 
a man or even for a party alone, but for 
a power group. 

This group or these groups are com- 
posed of the many elements of the coun- 
try’s divergent interests, industries, 
unigns, cultures and banking systems. 
And as collectively, Man is still a selfish 
creature, each or any group has an axe 
to grind. Indeed, under the present strain 
and stress, each must grind its own axe 
or be crushed into nonentity by other and 
more successful groups. This is, tem- 
porarily, the order of the day, not be- 
cause it is star-intended, but because of 
the pressure of the times and of the past 
actions (karma) which must be resolved 
and discharged by collective humanity. 

There are those who feel that Astrology 
should not descend into the realm of 
dog-eat-dog politics. Ideally, there is 
much to be said for this stand. But we 
do not live in a Utopia. We need every 
bit of impersonal and cosmic aid we can 
muster to clarify the mess we have made 
of our human world. Astrology can help 
us—IF—we clearly understand the func- 
tion of the planets on our human level. 

The planets, as universal forces, are, 
in themselves, neither good nor bad, 
neither for nor against, anything. They 
simply are. Under different and con- 
verging alignments, they accentuate the 
volume of the forces. The function of 
these forces, on the human level, is solely 
that of overall human evolution. In the 
cosmic sense, the planets care not one 
whit whether an individual is “lucky or 
unlucky” in this evolutionary struggle. 

But—we have free will. Thus indi- 
vidually we can use the planetary forces 
for destruction or construction. Discrimi- 
nation, the awareness of divine principles 
and personal ethics, enables us to be co- 
operative partners in the magnificent goal 
of the stars. By these qualities, can we 
use Astrology constructively, intelligently 
and without superstition or the equally 
senseless fatalism. By these qualities, too, 
can we use astrology to improve our na- 
tional political acumen. 





How can Astrology prédict with cer- 
tainty what man will win the presidential 
sweepstake out of so large a populace as 
that of the USA? It cannot, because the 
wheel is fixed on the material level, by 
the unknown forces of human free will 
—in this instance—by political groups. 
And as most of their names are unkriown 
to the public, let alone their horoscopes, 
it is not Astrology that lacks the answer, 
but the missing basic astrological data 
that incapacitates Astrology. However, it 
is an empirical fact that a nation gets the 
kind of government it deserves! 

Yet Astrology can show what kind 
of a person a potential candidate is. It 
can reveal the character of the man or 
men from which the voter can estimate 
his choice. And, as we live in an integ- 
rated universe and an integrated world, 
and by the cohesive forces of this in- 
tegration, a president is the overall em- 
bodiment, “the outer and visible signs” 
of the qualities of the political machine 
behind him. 

Many Presidential Possibilities 

At this writing (April) there are a 
number of presidential possibilities who 
are on the nomination see-saw, up one 
day and down the next. There are also, 
at this time, the usual plethory of dark 
horse possibilities. And because of hu- 
man free will, the final outcome is a 
matter of struggle, horse-trading and 
compromise between far from disinter- 
ested groups of men. The Stars Never 
Compel. They merely supply the forces 
for any and everything. 

So today, it is astrological plain talk 
to recognize that when a voter selects his 
choice, he is selecting the overall type of 
political machine behind the man. »% 

Astrology can then go further and pre- 
dict what will be the overall tendencies of 
a government under and behind specific 
candidates. We repeat, from the horo- 
scope of any presidential possibility can 
be read, by analogy, the characteristics 
of the political body and the type of gov- 
ernment that will be forthcoming under 
the particular candidate as president. 

In this service, the use of Astrology 
is perhaps not only more important and 
practical than the dictum of victory or 
defeat by statisticians and “‘poles” but it 
is more impartially democratic. For hav- 
ing supplied a voting citizen with the 
characteristics of the possible presidential 
candidates, it has also indicated the char- 
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acter of the political machine behind the 
man, while at the same time, giving the 
voter a general preview of the kind of 
government he can expect under his 
choice. 

Again, at this time of writing, the list 
of possible condidates makes the 1952 
elections anybody’s race. For the first 
time in some years, the Republicans are 
in there pitching with an embarrassing 
number of favorite sons. Simultaneously, 
the Democrats are suffering from the 
reverse of the situation in their lack of 
concrete contestants. With the exception 
of Senator Kefauver, who politically, is 
somewhat self-appointed, the names of 
possible Democratic candidates are at the 
moment as vague and as numerous as the 
aurora at the North Pole, each flashing 
on, only to fade away with the changing 
wind. 

Senator Kefauver is rather openly re- 
garded by his own Democratic Party 
with “an indulgent smile.” The Senator's 
bid is largely self-propelled compared 
with other more entrenched possibilities. 
Lacking real Party support, Kefauver, it 
is felt, could be wiped off the slate at 
any time that the Democratic party chose 
to put up another. For Kefauver, as our 
editor has so aptly said, is also a political 
“Orphan Annie.” Yet his is a case where 
his present success appears to win by 
default of the Democratic stronghold. 

Kefauver's Early Life, 

Estes Kefauver, United States Sena- 
tor from Tennessee, is a streamlined 
crusader by reputation and by his horo- 
scope. Born in Madisonville, Tennessee, 
on July 26, 1903, Kefauver is by prece- 
dent an extraordinarily young man to be 
presidential timber. But success, largely 
based on popularity, came early to him. 
Raised in Tennessee, he received his 
LL.B. from Yale University. He was ad- 
mitted to the Tennessee Bar in 1926. By 
1937, he had become chief partner of the 
law firm of Kefauver and Duggan. Dur- 
ing that year he was voted the “most 


, outstanding young citizen” award by the 


Junior Chamber of Commerce. In 1939, 
he accepted his first public office of Com- 
missioner of Finance and Taxation for 
the State of Tennessee. 

And so began the swift pace of public 
life for, that same year, pledging allegi- 
ance to President Roosevelt, the thirty- 
six year old lawyer became a member of 
the House of Representatives in Wash- 





ington. This office he filled for five terms, 
acquiring a reputation for being pro- 
labor and New Dealer. In 1948, he won 
the nomination for Senator against the 
powerful state political boss, Edward H. 
Crump. This victory, surprising to all, 
placed Kefauver in the U. S. Senate. 

Behind him lay eight years of service 
in the House. During this ‘period he had 
steadfastly supported the broad programs 
of the Democratic administration. But 
two prime projects occupied his atten- 
tion: “The modernization of the ma- 
chinery of the U. S. Congress, and the 
prevention of monopolistic mergers.” The 
first was given public hearing in 1943. 
The second in 1946. Meanwhile, he wrote 
much and worked hard to’ gain public 
support for and the legislative enactment 
of, these and other Kefauver proposals. 
And although his bills were not ap- 
proved, his reputation as a liberal was 
advanced. 

From the beginning the Senator was a 
believer in political organization. It was 
“by building local organizations,” to quote 
Current Biography's report, “of volun- 
teer workers from unions, women’s 
groups, Negro groups and professional 
and business organizations, by personal 
appearance, and by personalized letters 
to individual voters, Kefauver made his 
name and record known throughout the 
state. He wrote that between January 
and June 1948, he ‘literally shook 25,000 
hands’.” 

These successful methods are still ap- 
parent today in Senator Kefauver’s cam- 
paign for the presidential nomination. 
And such a way of approach is certainly 
indicative of his Leo birth chart. His 
courage and optimism in the face of his 
present lack of Democratic power sup- 
port, are also characteristic of a Leo Mer- 
cury. conjunct the Sun. The question 
naturally arises, can he now be as suc- 
cessful in his presidential bid as he was 
in his senatorial campaign? His birth 
planets in this connection are as decep- 
tively indulgent as are his Democratic 
Party affiliates. 

The Leo conjunction of Sun and Mer- 
cury gives this man a dynamic and am- 
bitious mind. Venus rising in Virgo ac- 
cents his personal charm, discretion and 
popularity and his famous “Sunday 
smile that he can turn loose seven days a 
week.” So far so good. But—this horo- 
scope is fastened to a firm, four-point 
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square. Now a square is ever a work 
aspect, one of action. It can be stimu- 
lating but dangerous unless used with 
strict discipline. And it is difficult indeed 
to discipline a square such as this, in- 
volving a critical Virgo Venus, an ideal- 
istic, yet high-flying Sagittarius Uranus, 
a sacrificing Piscean Jupiter and a tricky, 
two-sided Gemini Pluto! In this square 
we see a charming personality, plus a 
doubly fired radical idealist, plus an ex- 
alted benevolence (paternalism?) and 
last, but by no means least, a freedom 
loving, rebellious Pluto which in turn, 
has fhe added fire, action and determina- 
tion of a trine from Mars, the only exact 
trine in the chart. Surfacely this sounds 
excitingly pleasing for the man and his 
projects. Nevertheless, they cause tre- 
mendous behind-the-scenes upheavals for 
they are both power-endowed and power 
denied, a combination which makes for 
painful and real frustrations. 

Saturn, the planet of strength and re- 
striction, is descending in the mental sign 
of Aquarius, opposing the Sun-Mercury 
Leo conjunction. Thus the native has 
ever to adjust his ambitions and intellec- 
tual scope to the opposition of reality, 
both personally and politically..Saturn in 
Aquarius tends to brood and makes the 
native mentally stubborn. However, as 
Saturn in this chart is trine the North 
Node, this can supply a helpful pause for 
thought to other impetuous forces. Jupi- 
ter in a seventh house Pisces indicates 
help and protection from friends and 
alliances. But Pisces is an intimate sign 
and as this Jupiter is square the politically 
important planet of Pluto, it is demon- 
stratively difficult for the native and his 
personal supporters to win the powers- 
that-be to their side. 


The Moon, just over the ascendant in 
the twelfth house Virgo, while giving the 
ability to analyze, also tends to make the 
man extremely changeable in his views 
and secretive about his personal affairs 
and public objectives. In short, this is a 
chart of a sincere person striving against 
his own and outer limitations. He can be 
unreasonably didactic in the process. The 
truth behind all this is that the man is, 
within himself, deeply earnest and de- 
sirous to improve things in the world in 
which he lives. Ambition (Leo Sun) and 
idealistic reforms (Sagittarius Uranus) 
go hand in hand with him, Expediency,

for all his promotional ideas and me- 
thods, is beyond his ken. 

Now let us glance at this nativity 
against the background of the U. S. natal 
chart. In this combined picture we find 
the U. S. Uranus and Mars occupying 
the legal professional house, the 10th, in 
the Senator’s chart, indicative of the 
Senator’s connections with the country’s 
lawmakers. The U. S. Mars near con- 
junct Kefauver’s Pluto is not a healthy 
aspect for the man, as it is apt to be a 
political “kiss of death” due to his natal 
square, ‘rather than what might other- 
wise be a political alliance. 

The important U. S. Venus and Jupi- 
ter are almost exactly conjunct Ke- 
fauver’s Neptune in Cancer.. This is in- 
dicative of past and future difficulties of 
the man to gain national support and 
favor, primarily due to an illusive quality 
attending his real purpose. Again, the 
U. S. Neptune is deceptively close to 
Kefauver’s own rising Venus, which re- 
flects the reverse of the illusion. The 
U. S. Saturn, meanwhile, conjuncts the 
Senator’s North Node, negating the bene- 
fits of the Man’s good fortune at the 
nodal “point where things happen.” 
Finally, to complete the major juxtaposi- 
tion of planets in these charts, the U. S. 
Pluto is near a conjunction with Ke- 
fauver’s Saturn. This is an aspect which 
could bring behind the scenes support to 
the man, especially as it trines the U. S. 
Uranus. But Saturn here is descending.

Gives Clues to Organic Changes 
Resulting in Health or Disease

Here is the beginning of some 
medicine of the future which will 
test the electricity of your body to 
find owt what ails your nerves. 

A little silver plate is placed on 
your forehead and another on the 
bare skin of your chest. Wires con- 
nect them. The plates show your 
forehead electrically positive, your 
chest negative. Occasionally this elec- 
trical polarity may reverse. 

Sometimes the electrical differ- 
ences are large and sometimes small. 
In the large differences is the hint 
of things to come. 

It is, for example, a fact that the 
psychiatric ward patients at Duke 
Hospital and at the Roanoke, Va. 
Veteran's Hospital show a surpris- 
ing rise in these potentials at both 
the full moon and at the new moon. 
There is more.unrest among the 
patients at these times. 


The same potentials show rhyth- 
mic changes in normal, nervous and 
psychotic (insane) persons. The 
variations are higher among those 
with acutely disturbed nerves. 


What do these potentials come 
from and what else have they shown 
to science? This story is long, going 
back to Faraday’s discoveries of the 
existence of electro-magnetic fields, 
which are auras of invisible force 
existing about all living things—an 
individual field for each one. 


The work on living things is more

recent, done at Yale by Dr. Harold 
S. Burr and associates ; at Massachu- 
setts Institute of Technology by Dr. 
Harlan T. Stetson and here at Duke 
University School of Medicine by 
Dr. I. J, Ravitz, former student of 
Dr. Burr. 

The potential fields come from the 
fact that every cell of your body is 
an electrical battery. The same elec- 
trical organization is true of trees 
and plants. 

In work done at Yale it has been 
discovered that this electrical field 
changes when a woman ofulates, 
when she has genito-urinary cancer, 
tltat it governs growth of animal 
embryos, that it reveals hybrid vigor 
of plants. 

At Yale and Massachusetts Tech 
the rise and fall of these potentials 
in trees has been recorded many 
years. They are surprisingly like 
human potentials. 

Trees show an increase in posi- 


‘tive electrical potential from Oc- 


tober to mid-January, and then a fall 
until May. Human beings show this 
same series of changes. No reason 
for this seasonal variation has been 
discovered. 

Trees also show a sunspot varia- 
tion. Their potentials rose steadily 
from the last sunspot low in 1944 to 
the sunspot maximum which oc- 
curred in 1948-49. Since then the 
tree potential has been dropping. 

There hasn’t been time to find out 
whether men, women and children 
are similarly affected by sunspots. 

Here at Duke the discovery of the 
moon's influence on human beings 
was not believed at first. But hun- 
dreds of tests confirmed it. The 
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same rise in potential during full 
and new moon has been observed in 
oaks, elms and maples, but none at 
all in artificial trees, built for com- 
parison. 

More convincing is the fact that 
the positions of the far-off planets 
Mercury, Venus, Mars, Jupiter and 


Saturn exercise so much force on’ 


the earth’s electricity that they inter- 
fere with long-distance radio trans- 
mission, This situation is so real 
that for three years the Radio Cor- 
poration of America has been using 
_the positions of these planets to fore- 
‘cast radio troubles. 

At Duke the sense of well-being 
drops when the electrical potentials 
rise—and Vice versa. 

Older trees, mice and men have 
lower voltage fluctuations than the 
young of these three species. 

The one certain fact about these 
electrical fields, auras, vibrations or 
whatever name they may have, ts 
that they are a new field of explora- 
tion in nerves, nervous disorders 
and insanities.

ECCE HOMO! 


This issue of American Astrology con- 
tains an article, Our 33rd President, by 
Helen I. Hoag, which presents a rather 
intriguing challenge to astrologers re the 
Presidentia¥ Candidates this year. Miss 
Hoag analyzes a purely speculative Birth 


Horoscope for October 29, 1897, 4:45 
A.M., Chicago, which she claims is the 
horoscope of a “Dark Horse” candidate 
who would in her opinion be an ideal 
choice for President of the United 
States of America in this critical year. 

Curiously enough, there happens to be 
a potential candidate whose birthdata 
closely approximates that given by the 
author. We.refer to Senator Richard B. 
Russell of Georgia. Senator Russell, a 
declared candidate, was born in Wonder, 
Ga. (40 miles east of Atlanta) Novem- 
ber 2, 1897. We wrote to the Senator 
asking for his birth hour. He replied as 
follows:

I was born on November 2, 1897, 
and have been told that I made my 
appearance in the early hours of the 
morning. From what I have heard, 
it must have been between one and 
three A.M., because an uncle of 
mine hitched up a horse before day- 
break and drove some thirteen miles 
to carry the news to my father who 
was holding court in a neighboring 
town.

We accepted 2 A.M. as the base and 
calculated the Pre-Natal Epoch on that 
assumption. This resulted in the follow-

May I draw your attention to a 
serious mistake that has occurred in 
the American Astrology Ephemeris 
for 1952? Among the phenomena 
of every month you have given the 
exact time when the Moon crosses 
the ecliptic twice every month. This 
feature is no doubt quite welcome, 
for if the exact time of the phe- 
nomena is found it would enable 
any one to compute from it the true 
longitude of the Moon’s Node for 
at least a few days of the year. But 
unfortunately your mathematician 
seems to have blundered badly in his 
work. He has simply computed the 
time of the Moon’s conjunction with 
the mean Node on the presumption 
that the Moon crosses the ecliptic at 
the moment of such a conjunction. 
Even the tyro in astro-mathematics 
knows that such is not the case and 
that the true Node (that is the point 
where the Moon has zero latitude 
and actually crosses the ecliptic) dif- 
fers at times from the mean Node 
by as much as 1° 45’. Your mathe- 
matician surely knows that when the 
Moon crosses the ecliptic its latitude 
must be sero. Let him take up any 
standard Nautical Almanac and com- 
pute from it the exact moment when 
the Moon attains sero latitude at 
twelve-hour intervals and compare 
the result with the time given for the 
same phenomenon in your Ephe- 
meris. He will then realise his mis- 
take, It is. a pity that he has based 
his calculations on an absurd pre- 
sumption and thereby marred the 
value of an otherwise excellent 
E phemeris.

No mistake was made. The lunar node 
as it appears in American Astrology 
Ephemeris, 1952, is the mean (ascend- 
ing) node of the moon. As I mentioned 
in the’ April issue of American Astrology, 
it has not been the custom in the West- 
tern World to give other than the mean 
node in ephemerides; for instance the 
Nautical Almanac gives only the mean 
node. This is so because in computing 
the moon’s position it is advantageous to 


use the mean instead of the true node. 

However, for astrological uses, it is 
no great trouble to list the true in place 
of the mean node and I have expressed 
the hope that in future I might be doing 
so. Personally I had no idea how much 
sought after the true lunar node is by 
Eastern astrologers until you brought this 
to my attention.

GOD—OR MAN!

First, let me try to say what com- 
munism is not. It is not simply a 
vicious plot hatched by wicked men 
in a subcellar. ‘It is not just the 
writings of Marx and Lenin, dialec- 
tical materialism, the Politburo, the 
labor theory of value, the theory of 
the general strike, the Red Army, 
secret police, labor camps, under- 
ground conspiracy, the dictatorship 
of the proletariat, the technique of 
the coup d'état. Jt is not even those 
chanting, bannered millions that 
stream periodically, like disorganized 
armies, through the heart of the 
world’s capitals: Moscow, New 
York, Tokyo, Paris, Rome. These 
are expressions of communism, but 
they are not what communism is 
about. 


What, then, is it? 

It is a simple statement of Karl 
Marx, further simplified for handy 
use: “Philosophers have explained 
the world; it is necessary to change 
the world.” Communists are bound 
together by no secret oath. The tie 
that binds them across the frontiers 
of nations, across barriers of lan- 
guage and differences of class and 
education, in defiance of religion, 
morality, truth, law, honor, the 
weaknesses of the body and the ir- 
resolutions of the mind, even unto 
death, is a simple conviction: It is 
necessary now to change the world. 

Their power, whose nature baffles 
the rest of the world, because in a 
large measure the rest of the world 
has lost that power, is the power to 
hold convictions and to act upon 
them. Communists are that part of 
mankind which has recovered the 
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power to live or die—to bear wit- 
ness—for its faith. 

Like all powerful faiths, its force 
derives from a simple vision. Other 
ages have had great visions. But 
they have always been different ver- 
sions of the same vision: the vision 
of God and man’s relationship to 
God. 

The communist vision is the 
VISION of Man without God. It is 
the vision of man’s mind displacing 
God as the creative intelligence of 
the world. It is the vision of man’s 
liberated mind, by the sole force of 
its rational intelligence, redirecting 
man’s destiny and reorganizing 
man’s life and the world. 

The vision is a challenge, and it 
implies a threat. It challenges man 
to prove by his acts that he is the 
masterwork of the Creation. It 
challenges him to prove it by reduc- 
ing the meaningless chaos of nature, 
by imposing on his rational will to 
order, abundance, security and peace. 
Tt is the vision of materialism. But 
it threatens, if man’s mind is un- 
equal to the problems of man’s 
progress, that he will sink back into 
savagery. 

It is an intensely practical vision. 
The tools to turn it into reality are 
at hand—science and_ technology, 
whose traditional method, the rigor- 
ous exclusion of all supernatural 
factors in solving problems, has con- 
tributed to the intellectual climate 
in which the vision flourishes, just 
as they have contributed to the crists 
in which communism thrives. For 
the vision is shared by millions who 
are not communists, and they are 
part of communism’s secret strength. 
Hence the Communist Party is quite 
justified in calling itself the most 
revolutionary party in history. It has 
posed in practical form the most 
revolutionary question in history: 
God or Man?

JEWISH LIFE 
IN SOVIET RUSSIA 


Excerpts from depositions made by Poles 
repatriated from Russia where many of 
them had been confined in concentration 
camps during the war. 





The Jews were oppressed chiefly 
on account of their religious ob- 
servances. As a doctor I was re- 
peatedly called to the Command and 
told not to grant Jews leave on 
Jewish holidays as only the civil 
holidays were recognized and ap- 
proved by the Bolshevik government. 
Dr. L. E. 2nd lieutenant, born 1899 
in Brzezow. ° 

The Jewish culture which had 
been oppressed for so many cen- 
turies under all regimes suffered its 
worst under the Soviet regime. I 
could observe the immensity of the 
misery of the Jewish popelalon in 
Russia. In the space of twenty years 
the condition of thew life was 
changed beyond recognition. In the 
Soviet towns there are no longer any 
synagogues or houses of prayer, and 
prayer-books are strictly forbidden. 

I have been to Kuibishev, Tomsk, 
Omsk, Stalingrad, Tashkent and 
some other places and I noticed 
everywhere that the Jews were 
treated worse than other peoples, 
and that their standard of life was 
much lower that that of the other 
communities. The cause of this deg- 
radation was the special treatment 
they suffered at the hands of the 
authorities. Their silent longing and 





their prayers for liberation are only 
the faint manifestation of their 
plight. L. W., medical student, born 
1915 in Radom. 

During all the searches, every- 
thing was taken away whether it 
belonged to Jews or Catholics. For 
the Jews there was no consideration 
whatever; they were deprived even 
of their prayer-books and “talles” 
(special Jewish devotional gar- 
ments). G. A,, clerk born 1911 in 
Cracow. 

Did they who proclaimed class and 
racial equality solve the Jewish prob- 
lem? They won to their cause a 
part of the Jews, some intellectuals 
to whom they assigned the important 
government posts, giving them in- 
fluence and prosperity; but the rest 
of their compatriots were left to 
themselves in the most absolute 
moral and physical misery. The 
Soviet government annihilated in 
the Jews what was dearest to them, 
their language and religion and for- 
cibly assimilated them under a cloak 
of nice words. 

The Jews in Russia are living 
only on the memories of the past. 
The synagogues, few in number, are 
entirely insufficient for the religious 
needs of the community. The Bol- 
sheviks have succeeded in assimilat- 
ing the young Jewish generation, who 
are ignorant of their language, re- 
ligion and traditions. 1. J., clerk born 
1919 in Zawiercie. 

The outward practice of religion 
is severely forbidden. While living 
in Fergan I met many Jews, some 
of them Soviet citizens, and others 
Polish citizens. While looking for 
work I incidentally met a Jew, the 
director of some Communist enter- 
prise and a member of the Commu- 
nist Party. I told him I was a rabbi 
and begged him to find me a position 
where I need not work on Saturdays. 
He was interested in my persistence 
to observe the Sabbath and invited 
me to his house, where I had a 
long conversation with his father 
and himself. When I convinced them 
that I was a rabbi, the father un- 
bosomed himself to me, saying that 
he and his son, though members of 
the Communist Party, observed all 
the Hebrew holidays according to the 
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Spanish rite. Of course, they have to 
do it im strict secrecy, and hide it 
from the neighbors and relations. 

In Margelan during the Jewish 
feast of Purim, I was invited to a 
house where the Jews, Soviet citi- 
zens, assembled for evening prayer. 
One of the neighbors reported them 
to the N.K.V.D. The premises were 
raided and the host arrested and 
sentenced to 10 years’ imprisonment. 
S. M., rabbi, born 1904 in Brzesc- 
on-Bug. 

The much broadcast liberalism 
towards the national minorities is a 
shameful fiction. The plight of the 
Jews deserves special attention. Just 
as there were no Catholic and Or- 
thodox churches, neither were there 
any synagogues or houses for wor- 
ship. Yet it was still possible here 
and there to find traces of the old 
Jewish tradition surviving in the 
most profound secrecy. G. A., elec-

Religious faith is oppressed in 
every way. For example, on the Day 
of Atonement, a group of Jews met 
to pray in common. (According to 
Jewish ritual, prayers must be re- 
cited in the presence of ten wor- 
shippers, but any such meeting is 
considered counter - revolutionary.) 
Some of them were arrested on the 
charge of illegal gathering and sent 
to prison. Nothing more has been 
heard of them since. The same hap- 
pened in the neighboring Polish set- 
tlement. I was the doctor for the 
Polish settlement. Z. M., doctor— 
10566. 


What became of the thousands of 
synagogues and houses of worship 
existing in pre-revolutionary Russia? 
98% of them were “spontaneously” 
ceded by the Jews and transformed 
into places of public use. This was 
done in the usual way. The author- 
ities imposed on the synagogue such 
heavy taxes that is was impossible 
for the community to pay them. The 
parishioners were also harassed with 
all kinds of vexations, not to men- 
tion the imprisonment of the rabbis 
under the pretext of counter-revolu- 
tionary attitude and clericalism. With 
the exception of those few who sub- 


mitted to the regime, the rabbis were 
exiled to the North or other distant 
places where some have already met 
their death. Religion is still very 
strong among the Jewish masses in 
the U.S.S.R. Even those Jews who 
held official positions went secretly 
to religious ceremonies on festivals. 
I was present at such a ceremony in 
a small house somewhere in the sub- 
burbs of the town on the occasion of 
Rosh Hashonah, the Jewish New 
Year, where I met those people and 
saw something like the Spanish Mar- 
ranos of medieval times. M. M.,

After two week's time they started 


“to transport us to the station. Of 


course, we were all searched and all 
our religious objects were seized. 
One of the officials séeing a Jew 
praying on the top berth, pulled him 
down to the ground and brutally 
kicking him, shouted, “We need no 
God.”

He has subsequently indicated that he 
believes that he can by the same authority 
seize any other industry or part thereof, 
e.g. Press, Radio, etc. In this assumption 
of authority, the President or his advisers 
have apparently, but incorrectly, identi- 
fied the President (an elected officer of 
the people) with the “People” as desig- 
nated in the phrase “We the People.” 
On that premise they have further as- 
sumed that the President in his capacity 
as the Executive Officer acting for the 
“People,” is individually responsible to 
the ‘‘People” for the implementation of 
the General Provisions of the “Pre- 
amble.” They ignore the fact that Con- 
gress also represents the “People.” No 
one officer of the Government, or any 
one Department of the Government, can 
claim to represent, or express the Will 
of the “People.” Furthermore, a rather 
important word has been overlooked, i.e., 
“Constitution.” Reading that Preamble 
carefully, it may be readily seen that any 
authority that might be implied therein 
is definitely limited to that specifically 
designated in the Constitution. 











It happens that the general provisions 
of the Preamble are among the first spe- 
cific provisions of the Constitution 
proper. They are fully provided for in 
Article 1, Section 8 under this heading, 
“Legislatiz ye Department, ” subhead 
“Powers Granted to Congress,” to wit—: 


“Congress shall have the power to 

provide for the com- 

mon “defense and general welfare 
of the United States.” 


Could anything be more explicit? So 
far as this steel crisis was concerned, 
Congress had already provided the execu- 
tive Department with Legislation to deal 
with critical situations in Defense Pro- 
duction, i.e., the “Taft Hartley Law.” 
If, as the President claims, this Law was 
not in his opinion adequate to meet this 
particular situation, then he had only to 
refer to Article 2, Section 3, The Execu- 
tive Department, Subhead Executive 
Duties of the President. Were are 





given specific instructions as to his prop- 
erly constituted course of action in event 
of any National Emergency that is not, in 
his opinion, provided for by existing 
legislation, Thus—:;

“He may, on extraordinary oc- 
casions convene both Houses (of 
Congress), or either of them, and 
recommend to their consideration 
such measures as he shall judge 
necessary and expedient.” 

With Congress already in session this 
presented little difficulty at this time. All 
he had to do was convene both houses 
in special session and request immediate 
action on any emergency powers he may 
have considered necessary. Under the 
circumstances this constitutional pro- 
cedure could have been concluded in a 
matter of hours. 

The obligations of Congress in such a 
situation are also defined and with equal 
clarity, Article 1, Section 9, The Legis- 
lative Department, subhead Powers 
Granted to Congress, quote: 

To make all laws which shall be.. 
necessary and proper for carrying 
into execution the powers vested by 
the Constitution in the Government 
of the United States or in any de- 
partment or officer thereof. 

The language of the Constitution on 
these points is so clear and precise that 
it is difficult to understand how anyone 
of average intelligence. could, in good 
faith, misconstrue the intent of the 
writers, 

If we accept the thesis that the men 
who wrote the Constitution really knew 
what they were talking about and meant 
precisely what they said (no more and 
no less) we may ask could anything be 
more clearly expressed in language less 
subject to probable misinterpretation ? 
How else, in Heaven’s name, could they 
say it without spelling it out in language 
adapted to the understanding of a 3rd 
grade school child? They were justified 
in assuming that this was not necessary, 
e.g. this phrase from the Bill of Rights,” 

“Powers not delegated to the gov- 
ernment of the United States...by the 
Constitution ...are reserved,” etc. 

In what other words could they have 
so unequivocally ruled out any assump- 
tion of “inherent” power in the gov- 
ernment or in any department or on the 
part of any individual officer thereof, 
Executive, Legislative, or Judicial? They 
might have said the same thing again, in 
other words, e.g.: they could have stated 
categorically, “There are no inherent 
powers whatever granted or implied by 
this Constitution,” but that would have 


been mere repetition besides involving a 
contradiction in terms and thereby brand- 
ing the authors as uneducated men writ- 
ing for uneducated men who would not 
know that the very word “Constitution” 
in itself precludes “Inherence.” If the 
government is Constitutional and the 
authority of the government is specifically 
limited (as in this case) by the Consti- 
tution to the powers designated in the 
Constitution as the 10th Amendment 
clearly states, how in the ---- can we in 
the same breath speak of those powers 
as being “inherent” i.e. innate, an 
essential part of or implied in the 
very nature or existence of the office? 
Such (inherent) powers .if they existed, 
certainly could not exist under, or by 
authority, of the Constitution. That much 
is axiomatic. They cannot be both con- 
stitutional and inherent. They must be 
one or the other. 

For any officer of the government to 
say that he possesses certain “inherent” 
powers under the Constitution is to postu- 
late a manifest absurdity. If it is claimed 
that the President has powers which are 
“inherent” in his office then he certainly 
cannot hope nor would it be necessary for 
him to legalize those powers and justify, 
or shift the responsibility for his actions 
in the exercise of these assumed powers 
to the Constitution. Constitutional au- 
thority by designating certain powers pre- 
cludes “inherency” in any of the powers 
so designated. Furthermore, lest there 
might still be a misunderstanding re other 
hypothetical powers not included, the 
American Constitution goes farther, and 
categorically rules out “inherency’ in 
any powers not designated by reserving 
all such undefined and wundesignated 
powers to the People, who are thereby 
authorized and obligated as individual 
citizens to exercise their Legislative 
Power through their Representatives in 
Congress for the designation of such 
additional Executive powers as may ap- 
pear to be temporarily necessary to meet 
any emergency that may arise. 

Now that the “fat is in the fire,” what 
can be done under the Constitution? Here 
is where the Judicial Department must 
function. It is difficult to see wherein 
the Federal Courts can be of any assist- 
ance. The Constitution (Article 3, Sec- 
tion 2) clearly states that the Judicial 
Powers of the Federal Courts only ex- 
tend to cases of equity arising under the

Constitution.” It is evident that the 
President by his assumption of inherent 
Power in this instance removed the en- 
tire dispute from the Jurisdiction of the 
Constitution. It now remains for the Su- 
preme Court to exercise its constitutional 
authority and declare the President’s 
action to be, for the record, what it is in 
fact, unconstitutional. Thereby, the way 
would be cleared for constitutional pro- 
cedure. Such a Decision by the Supreme 
Court would automaticdlly return the 
Mills to the Owners but by the same 
token would simultaneously place both 
the Owners and the Union under the 
Jurisdiction of the Taft-Hartley Law or 
any additional Legislation that Congress 
might deem necessary. 

In event that the Supreme Court re- 
fuses to act or, in defiance of all logic, 
holds the action of the President consti- 
tutional, then Congress as the guardian of 
the rights of “The People” has no alter- 
native but to resort to the final redress 
provided by the Constitution—/mpeach- 
ment. Article VI explicitly states that 
the Constitution and the Laws of the 
United States which shall be made in the 
pursuance thereof .. shall be the 
Supreme Law of the Land. This clearly 
places Congress, the Legislative Depart- 
ment of the Government in the position 
of being the Court of Last Appeal for 
“the People.” 





TAFT CAN WIN 


The results of the New Jersey 
Primary (April 15th) were in our 
opinion of special significance and 
much more favorable to Senator Taft 
than would appear from a super- 
ficial examination of the results. Ac- 
tually the results were inconclusive 
as were the results in Wisconsin, but 
for different reasons. In both cases 
there was lacking a clear-cut contest 
between the Senator and Eisen- 
hower. For that reason in both cases 
we can group the opposition vote 
under the heading Anti-Taft rather 
than Pro-Eisenhower. In Wisconsin 
where a write-in vote was not per- 
mitted and Eisenhower was not on 
the ballot, the Anti-Taft plurality 
was only 15.2%. In New Jersey 
where Senator Taft refused to cam- 
paign at all and insisted that his 
name be removed from the ballot, 


the Anti-Taft plurality was 25.9%. 
In the New Hampshire primary, of 
which the Eisenhower forces never 
seemed to tire, Eisenhower's plur- 
ality was only 13.12% of the com- 
bined vote. 

In the other 3 of the 6 primaries 
to date, Taft's plurality has been 
10.84%, 38.01 and 72.87% in that 
order, Thus, in 6 primaries, Eisen- 
hower has an average plurality of 
9.05%, whereas Senator Taft has 
averaged 20.12%. Furthermore, in 
these 6 primaries of a combined total 
of approximately 3 million votes, 
Senator Taft has received 60.12%, 
leaving 39.8% for General Eisen- 
hower. 

There are some who make the spe- 
cious argument that the vote for 
the general is doubly significant 
because it has been received without 
any campaigning on his part. Actu- 
ally this is a cause for alarm on the 
part of the citizenry because the im- 
plication is that the issues in this 
campaign are not important and that 
the people are mot interested in 
where their candidate stands on the 
National issues, but only in the man 
as a personality. Haven't we had 
enough of that sort of political rea- 
soning during the past 20 years? 
The vote for Senator Taft so far 
indicates that 60% of the people 
think we have. 

We have been watching the plane- 
tary pattern as it has unfolded 
throughout these primaries, and so 
far it has been a réliable index to the 
results. We shall expect Senator Taft 
to also win Oregon and Governor 
Warren may well get a surprise in 
California. We consider Florida like- 
ly to go into the Taft Column, also 
Alabama. The opposition will put on 
quite a battle in South Dakota, but 
Taft should win it. The New Jersey 
chart shows that the Eisenhower 
forces really gave all they had there 
and regardless of what they say for 
publication, they are not satisfied 
with the results. Pennsylvania and 
New York both show the tide mov- 
ing more in the direction of Senator 
Taft, but it is doubtful that it is 
strong enough to carry him to vic- 
tory in those states. 
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There will no doubt be a very 
determined and aggressive vote on 
the part of the Eisenhower forces to 
“blits” the Chicago convention. The 
opening date is likely to be marked 
by a terrific Anti-Taft campaign, 
which however may weaken rapidly 
after its first assault, and Wednes- 
day or Thursday, July 9 or 10th, 
could bring Senator Taft victory.

(6) He must be the type, that 
upon taking his Oath of Office to 
defend the Constitution of the 
United States, all Americans may 
lean back for the first time in twenty 
years, and devoutly thank the God 
of the Founding Fathers, that at 
last we have a man who will live up 
to his Oath, and faithfully defend 
Constitutional, representative gov- 
ernment in America. We have the 
right to demand this of our Presi- 
dent. And if you demand less, this 
government has already ceased to 
exist; and it matters little what 
bastard political party shall be elect- 
ed to perform the funeral rites for 
your government. 

(7) He must subscribe to the 
fundamental American policy that the 
military shall be forever subservient 
to the civil power. The Pentagon is 
definitely seeking to assume powers 
forbidden to it by the Constitution;

America has suffered much from 
this abuse in recent years. 

(10) He must havea judicial 
mind. This is most wnportant when 
one considers the attempted dicta- 
tion of predatory blocs in the Ameri- 
can life of today. For no man, nor 
group, is greater than America. The 
interests of America surpass those 
of any group, no matter how numer- 
ous or powerful.

And of the lurking ques- 
tions in their hearts, it is said that most 
people want to know about either love or 
money. I can offer no information about 
love and very little about money. 
Money, however, in connection with 
dogs—your dog and my dog and any dog 
at all!—is so interesting that business 
men swear that seven and a half billion 
dollars change hands annually in dog 
business. And much of the actual buy- 
ing and selling in dogs is done casually, 
without considering that a dog born under

Gemini will be quite different from a 
dog born under the sign of Aquarius. 
Needing some dogs to serve as models 
for a series of dog articles, I chose to 
buy a Pekingese because it is small 
enough to take about on trips, because it 
is photogenic, because it requires but 
little food and is usually content with 
selected table scraps and because it is 
highly intelligent. I decided to buy sev- 
eral Pekingese dogs. During the first 
months of my search, I answered many 
advertisements and went to see count- 
less people who wanted to sell Pekes and 
daily my dismay grew. I finally bought 
six Pekes after considering pedigrees. 
Then one evening I leafed over the 
pages of an astrology magazine and no- 
ticed at random the words, “People of

matic.” ‘Idly it came through my mind 
that it was a pity they weren’t Pekes in- 
stead of people. Then it dawned on me. 
In all probability a dog’s horoscope would 
be of the same importance as a person’s! 
Experience has demonstrated that a truer 
idea never passed through my head. 

[ had examined dozens and dozens of 
dog pedigrees, concerning myself with 
the background of the dogs. Remenham 
Derrie was the grandfather? Ah, that 
should be a sturdy and beautiful little 
sire! I had never given thought to the 
dog’s own birthday. No one can possibly 
minimize the importance of family back- 
ground and the dogs who have gone be- 
fore a certain dog. But if a certain dog 
happened to be born in June, a Gemini, 
he would be quite different from a 
brother with the same mother and father 
born in January. Yet, by all breeder- 
standards, should he not be similar? 

The very next morning I began a de- 
tailed study of every dog I owned and a 
more detailed study of the various litters 
of the little matrons. Had I been intelli- 
gent enough to consider the birthdays of 
the dogs as well as pedigree and back- 
ground, I should have been more wise. 

For example, in a litter on hand at the 
moment, there are five little males. These 
are double grandsons of the six-thousand 
dollar champion Peke that was sent from 
England by air and was dead on arrival.

Purchasing a Dog 

I could go on and on in the considera- 
tion of the horoscopes of my own dogs. 
But the problem stated at the opening 
of this article concerns dogs in the 
larger sense. Perhaps you are one who 
would like to accumulate your share of 
these billions of dollars exchanging hands 
annually in the world of dogs. If this 
be the case, decide first which of the 112 
breeds recognized by the American Ken- 
nel Clubs fits your needs. Without AKC 
back of you and your dogs, nothing at 
all is possible in the way of financial 
consideration. If you own an extensive 
acreage, you may like to raise huge dogs. 
In this case, your pocketbook will not be 
troubled by high food costs. If you live 
in a fifty-foot lot or in an apartment, a 
small dog is all you can accommodate. 

Once you have determined the breed 
you like, consider the pedigrees of dogs 
offered to you. These dogs must be AKC 
registered or at least litter-registered. If 
the pedigree has a liberal sprinkling of 
champions (usually indicated by red let- 
ters or red underscoring or red circles 
around these names), the puppies you 
have will sell more readily. When you 
have chosen your breed and have at least 
twenty or thirty pedigrees at hand, you 
are ready for the important move. 

With a first-rate astrology book on 
types of the various signs, consider these 
pedigrees critically. If you have the know- 
how, erect an individual horoscope for 
the dog you plan to buy first. Sometimes 
this horoscope will surprise you. It will 
unquestionably tell you whether the 
chosen dog will be a good matron or sire, 
wether it might make a winning show 
dog, whether it will adjust itself readily 
to other dogs in your kennel or be a 
fighter. Personally I like tranquillity and 


ease and peace and I would no more 
have a fighting dog in my group than I 
would playfully throw matches at an 
open can of gasoline. If you are one who 
enjoys a good fight, you can easily enough 
locate a horoscope that will indicate this 
pugnacious tendency. 

If you are interested in showing one 
or two dogs at the dog shows, choose a 
dog with love of drama and inherent 
beauty because this dog will “strut his 
(or her) stuff” before the applause of 
the audience and, enjoying the limelight, 
will be a candidate for championship. 
These champions sell at eight hundred 
to several thousand dollars each and are 
well worth the attention of people who 
attend the dog shows. 

If you breed dogs to sell the pups, 
you will now and again come on one 
that is called by dog fanciers a “flier.” 
This is a dog with so many points that 
it is almost certain to become a cham- 
pion. This little dog you will not sell for 
the paltry fifty or seventy-five dollars that 
the puppies bring. This one will possibly 
sell for three or four hundred dollars to 
someone who wants to “show” but can- 
not breed. Or, if the horoscope is cor- 
rect, you will probably want to show 
this one yourself! 

One factor that many people misun- 
derstand is that dogs are not to be mated 
and produced at the will of the breeder. 
A professional person who should have 
known this told me when I started: 
“Breed your dogs so that they will all 
have pups for the Christmas trade.” 

It is not so simple as this. The little 
matrons can be bred only at certain 
times. Supposedly, these times come 
twice each year but many highly-pedi- 
greed matrons can be mated only once 
every seven or eight months. As far as 
the horoscope of the new litter is con- 
cerned, this is excellent. It gives a variety 
of birth-signs that could not be had if 
the dates rolled around neatly every six 
months to the day. 

Thus far, it seems to me that the birth- 
date is a most important factor in the 
puppies. It may be that the date of actual 
breeding (sixty-three days before birth 
of the pups) may be of great importance, 
too. Of this I am not certain, Well, that 
is the great charm of astrology: there 
are always interesting vistas ahead to 
lure one on to further investigation, each 
more significant than the last.

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Startled Stars 


Hollywood Gets the Lowdown on Hollywood

i T happened just a few years ago in 
Hollywood. The Astrologer had com- 
pleted the calculations for her client’s 
chart and had begun to read when the 
direness of what she had found therein 
caused her to hesitate. 


“If you won't tell me, then I'll tell 
you what you've seen,” said the fiery 
young woman with the heavy Spanish 
accent. Her manner was rather mocking, 
but more than half serious. “I’m going 
to commit suicide,” she remarked quietly, 
“with poison.” 

Lupe Velez, born under the fixed star 
Procyon, predicted her own fate, which 
came true a scant two years later, and 
her prediction coincided exactly with what 
that Astrologer, Blanca Holmes, had seen 
in her chart. 


“That was a rare and heartbreaking 
experience for me,” admits Mrs. Holmes, 
who in 30 years of star-gazing has won 
the reputation of “Hollywood’s favorite 
Astrologer,” an accolade accorded. her 
by columnist Sidney Skolsky. “And one 
I pray never repeats itself,” she adds. 


If Blanca Holmes is not unanimously 
the favorite, then certainly it can be 
stated with safety that she is one of the 
most accurate in her prognostications. 
She is the one whose penetrating analysis 
of the Clark Gable-Sylvia Ashley mar- 
riage appeared in Hedda Hopper’s col- 
umn shortly after their ill-fated merger. 
“I wish Mr, Gable and his wife every 
happiness,” she wrote then, “but the day 
they picked to marry would be the day 
an Astrologer would clean out the cellar, 
pull up weeds, renovate the old, but cer-

tainly not a date to start an important 
new venture.” 


Blanca Holmes, wife of silent-movie 
actor Stuart Holmes, famed for his vil- 
lainy in The Four Horsemen of the 
Apocalypse, notes an interesting trend 
among the hundreds of readings she has 
done for theatrical folk. 


“Fully ninety percent of them,” she 
says, “come to me when their careers are 
in the ascendancy or when they are on 
the crest of the wave.” Other Astrologers 
assure her that this is unique and the 
same may not be said of their experiences, 
causing Mrs. Holmes to accept her hus- 
band’s description that she is “like a 
magnet for the successful.” 


Amazingly for an Astrologer who prac- 
tices in Hollywood—where romance, di- 
vorce and heartbreak are too often in- 
extricably involved in its inhabitants’ 
careers—she professes to have no par- 
ticular appeal for “those engaged in or 
yearning for amorous adventures,” and 
this situation suits her most happily. 


Actors, with a lifelong employment 
problem peculiar to their profession, must 
be advised, according to their Astrology 
mentor, “When to cross the desert—and 
when to conserve their water.” The list 
of those who consult the stars before 
leaving the oasis includes: Judy Garland, 
Lady Elsie Mendl, Faith Baldwin, Elsa 
Maxwell, Zorina, Arthur Treacher, Leon 
Shamroy (most famous camera-man), 
Jean Hersholt, Walter Slezak, Richard 
English, Anton Walbrook (star of “Red 
Shoes”), Dorothy Parker and many 
others. 
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She sees another child for th€ new 
Queen Elizabeth, and “Anthony Eden 
will be England’s man of the future.” 

Fascinating is the adjective for this 
tiny, blue-eyed woman with the grey- 
streaked hair, of whom one money-con- 
scious motioh picture producer recently 
remarked, “Take Blanca’s suggestions 
and make a killing; disregard her read- 
ings and pay through the pocketbook.” 

She conducts her unusually successful 
Astrological career with what can only be 
described as enthusiastic restraint. She 
is straightforward and sincere in her ap- 
proach, yet her personality seems powered 
by an imcandescent candle and her emo- 
tions appear to be held rigidly in check. 

She is conscious of, and enjoys, the 
role she plays in the movie colony, yet 
professes to being so anti-social that those 
who would know their high and low spots 
in advance must, in their own manner, 
seek her out. And yet this aloofness 
springs from no desire to be mysterious 
but rather, it seems, from some inner 
content that makes gregariousness sin- 
gularly unnecessary. Blanca Holmes looks 
like a woman who has come to grips with 
life and, while scoring no knockout, has 
been declared victor on points earned. 

Bearing out this appearance, she ad- 
mits, “I became an Astrologer through 
economic necessity. It was at first only 
a hobby I had discovered in 1920 when 
we moved into this house, in the Holly- 
wood hills, which had been owned by 
a theosophical order. On moving-in day, 
I found a number of volumes on Astrol- 
ogy which they had left behind. I read 
them, became unbelievably intrigued, and 
began then a long and thorough study 
of the science, and regarded it as strictly 
a pastime until the Depression. So I 
turned to the thing I knew and loved 
best—Astrology.” j 

Reviewing her numerous clients, Mrs. 
Holmes comes up with the recollection 
that her most unusual case - history 
cropped up during her first year as a 
practicing Astrologer. 

“A woman I'd never seen before, but 
of whom I've heard a good deal since, 
knocked at my door one afternoon and 
said bluntly, ‘I’ve come to get my horo- 
scope read. But I’m not telling my real 
name. Just call me ‘Miss Bishop’.” Or- 
dinarily, confronted with such an attitude, 
I would have closed the door in her 
face, but the paradox of such a brazen 


creature who so obviously. could afford 
lovely clothes but who wore them so 
wretchedly—plus her strange personality 
—interested me at once. I could hardly 
wait to set up the chart and see what the 
stars had to say about such a woman. 
And what I found, I couldn't tell her. 
Not until she provoked the truth out of 
me by her intemperate disposition. Final- 
ly, | exploded. ‘Madam,’ I said to her, 
‘According to this chart, you have the 
makings of a magnificent streetwalker.’” 

Mrs. Holmes continued: “I thought I’d 
seen the last of Miss Bishop until at a 
party two weeks later a friend brought 
her over and introduced her—and not 
as Miss Bishop. She acknowledged: the 
introduction by remarking, ‘We've met 
before, and Mrs.. Holmes says I have 
the talent to become a first rate pros- 
titute.’” 

Since this event, Mrs. Holmes’ friends 
(particularly Manly Hall) caution stran- 
gers, with mock solemnity, when they 
introduce them to her, “If you want to 
be called a lurid name, just tell Blanca 
your birthdate!” 

But the stars had revealed the exact 
dimension of this woman’s capabilities. 
Shortly after that reading, a famed Brit- 
ish businessman (married) found him- 
self the victim of a $60,000 blackmail 
swindle, and the instigator of the trouble 
was one Miss—. Now anyone driving 
out the Sunset Strip in Hollywood may 
stop at a beautiful business house on 
which is emblazoned Miss—’s name in 
letters big and gaudy. Using tact, you 
may verify what the rumors insist—that 
this building’s cost was $60,000! 

Of other unusual cases, Mrs. Holmes 
mentions the late cowboy actor, Addison 
Randall (once the husband of Barbara 
Bennett). He had come to her asking 
about his professional future but also, 
for reasons known only to himself, was 
much concerned about how he would meet 
his death. 

She told him frankly the stars in- 
dicated he would die in the midst of some 
theatrical activity. To which he replied 
with a gay laugh, “At least I'll be work- 
ing.” 

He was starring in a western movie 
three months later, when his horse 
swerved suddenly, carrying him under a 
low-hanging limb to an immediate death. 

Client Maria Montez was yet another 
tragic case. 
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Her eyes, so often gay and flashing on 
the screen, were serious and earnest as 
the actress asked, “Blanca, I want to 
know the truth. Am I going to die— 
soon ?” ; 

Trying not to answer directly, Mrs. 
Holmes answered that the stars cannot 
always be relied upon with absolute cer- 
tainty in such matters, that they only 
reveal planetary imfluences, favorable or 
unfavorable. But the dark-haired beauty 
was not to be put-off. She repeated the 
question, more emphatically this time. So 
the Astrologer told her what was in the 
stars—that if they spoke true, her death 
could be sudden. 

Last summer news services from Paris 
tapped out the tragic news that Maria 
Montez was dead of a heart attack, suf- 
fered during a bath in steaming water. 

But perhaps the tragedy that has 
touched her most deeply was the next 
story Mrs. Holmes revealed. 

“My lifelong friend, Mady Christians, 
always came to me twice a year when 
in Hollywood and wrote to me as often 
when in New York, and she never failed 
to include a question that was of utmost 
importance—to her—regarding her fear 
of growing old. I hedged every time 
the matter came up,” says Mrs, Holmes, 
“because it was a question I could not 
answer. She was my friend and I couldn’t 
tell her that she would never live to be 
old. And she didn’t, Mady died in 1951.” 

The Duke and Duchess of Windsor, 
whom she has never met, sent data for 
their horoscopes to be read. Prognosticat- 
ing about them—though that is a word 
she does not deign to employ—Mrs. Hol- 
mes says unequivocably, “Take my word 
for it. They will never divorce. Their 
marriage was meant to be.” She says, 
also, that the Duchess will one day write 
a book—an autobiography. 

Mrs. Holmes speaks of another of her 
favorite people, Barbara Hutton, and re- 
marks, “I wish the American press would 
stop crucifying her. I’ve found her to be 
a most admirable person—sensitive, kind, 
intelligent, businesslike and benevolent. 
Her persecution at the hands of the press 
is entirely uncalled for.” 

Knowmg that a reputable Astrologer’s 
clientele is built up only by word-of- 
mouth, one reporter asked Mrs. Holmes 
had she ever sought a client by any other 
means and she replied with a slow smile, 


“Yes, on one occasion.” That client is 
Hendrik de Kauffman, Danish Ambassa- 
dor to the United States, and there is 
a “catch” in her answer. 

Mr. Kauffman and she had been close 
friends in New York ‘City, when he was 
still only an attache with the Danish Em- 
bassy. Then, for 29 years they had no 
contact and no knowledge of one an- 
other’s whereabouts, until one Saturday 
afternoon on a radio broadcast, Mrs. 
Holmes heard a familiar voice and spoke 
up at once, “That’s Hendrik de Kauff- 
man!” She got in. touch with him im- 
mediately and they’ve enjoyed a lively 
personal and Astrological friendship by 
mail ever since. 


Past scoops for Mrs. Holmes include 
her prediction of the second World War, 
which appeared on May 8, 1941 in Sidney 
Skolsky’s Hollywood column: “This new 
moon seems to indicate that we might 
enter the war and play an active part 
between May 17th of this year and up to 
February of 1942, for the same com- 
bination of planets, only in a different 
sign, Aquarius, is prevalent that occurred 
just before war broke out in 1914. 


Asked if she looks at her own horo- 
scope often, Blanca Holmes says, “Quite 
often. And for good reason.” She goes 
on to relate a most enlightening anecdote. 


Back in the fall of 1948, Mrs. Holmes 
realized that she hadn't done her own 
chart for many months, so straight away 
she dug it out of a file, progressed it and 
come up with the disconcerting knowledge 
that in February of 1949 she would al- 
most certainly be the victim of an acci- 
dent. Immediately she tripled her accident 
insurance and began avoiding automobiles 
like the Black Plague, for she figured 
the unfortunate event might most easily 
occur in a car. For Christmas of that 
year, she received numerous electrical 
appliances, and since these, of course, 
come under the star planet which she 
had noted in the chart—Uranus—Mrs. 
Holmes reckoned that her aspects had 
referred to these electrical presents rather 
than to any accident. Still, she says, she 
was cautious, “But not cautious enough,” 
she admits now. On February 9, 1949, 
she got up in the night to close a win- 
dow during a rainstorm, tripped over 
the cord of one of those gifts, an electric 
blanket, and broke her wrist.

The Hoover Administration 


Our next. president 1s HERBERT 
HOOVER, for if the country enjoyed 
a great prosperity under Coolidge, it 
suffered the opposite extreme under his 
successor. Hoover’s Sun is placed at 18 
Leo on the cusp of our Fourth House. It 
is opposition his Saturn and square his 
Pluto. Mercury at 0 Leo, Mars and the 
Moon both at 7 Leo, and Uranus at 11 
Leo are all placed in conjunction with 
the United States North Node, and 
through their wide conjunction with 
Hoover’s Sun, they are all drawn into 
an opposition to Saturn. Saturn is retro- 
grade at 10 Aquarius conjunction our 
South Node, Mid-Heaven and Moon. 
(This fixed sign opposition in Hoover’s 
horoscope is alleviated only by Venus 
at 29 Virgo conjunction Jupiter at 0 
Libra—both in sextile to Mercury. Nep- 
tune, retrograde at 0 Taurus, squares 
Mercury.) 


Hoover’s fixed and heavy opposition, 
which is almost without alleviatton, falls 
directly across our Mid-Heaven and our 
Aquarian Moon, and our Nadir. It could 
only have a malefic influence on our 
lives. (I do not, for a moment, mean 
to imply that Hoover’s chart is “malefic” 
in itself; nor that he has ever had other 
than the best of intentions toward his 
country! I do mean that, astrologically 
speaking, the contacts between his horo- 
scope and the Declaration are destruc- 
tive ones. ) 


During Hoover’s term in office the 
planets transited as follows:

During these years very strenuous con- 
figurations were set off in the heavens 
by the transiting planets. Uranus was 
squaring Pluto, while Saturn squared 
Uranus and opposed Pluto, and Jupiter 
entered the fray by squaring Uranus, and 
then trining it. These aspects were set 
off in Cardinal signs, on degrees involv- 
ing the United States’ Sun-Saturn square, 
and later the United States’ Mercury- 
Pluto opposition. The whole of our eco- 
nomic, political and business life was tak- 
ing a crashing planetary beating. 

The transiting Uranus was in trine 
and sextile aspect to the Leo-Aquarius 
conjunction points between the charts of 
the president and the country. This was 
a protective influence, and benefic in so 
far as it went. However, transiting Pluto 
in Cancer (and the United States Sun 
and Mercury in Cancer) were the cen- 
tral points under astrological pressure, 
and the conjunction points (in Leo- 
Aquarius) between the charts of the 
president and the country made no as- 
pects at all to these planets in Cancer! 
This is one of the rare instances in our 
history when the man, the place and the 
time have not come effectively together, 
but missed almost completely. Astrolog- 
ically, it is somewhat as if the first execu- 
tive stood apart from the troubles: of 
his country and had no part in them.

STARS IN GEMINI 


Now we come to thirty degrees of 
the movable zodiac which is crowded 
with stars of importance: the sign 
Gemini.® 

Because of the precession of the equi- 
noxes the constellation of Taurus is 
spread partly through the sign Gemini. 
Alpha Taurus, its chief star, is now in 
the 9th degree of Gemini. This star is 
Aldebaran, accented on the second syl- 
lable, so-named from the Arabic meaning 
“the follower” for the reason that Alde- 
baran—or Taurus, the Bull—is following 
the Pleiades. A celestial drama unfolds 
covering three signs: The Bull chases the 
Seven Sisters (Pleiades) and is himself 
pursued by Orion the Hunter who in turn 
is followed by his dog (Canis Majoris). 
This drama dwarfs everything else in the 
night sky. Only the man who is abso- 
lutely uninterested in star-gazing does not 
know and recognize at sight this proces- 
sion: the Pleiades, Taurus, Orion and his 
dog. These can be seen any clear night, 
except in the winter, in our northern 
hemisphere. 

Aldebaran is a bright clear red or 
rose star of the first magnitude. It is a 
cinch to spot because it is at the upper 
left hand tip of a V which is the head 
of the Bull. For this reason it is some- 
times called the Bull’s left eye and if so 
the Bull has plenty of fire in his left eye 
and in fact “sees red.” 

Nevertheless Aldebaran has always 
been thought eminently fortunate, por- 
tending riches and honor, and this has

been so from the days of the earliest 
known astrology when, 5000 years ago, 
it marked the vernal equinox. At that 
time the vernal equinox was in Taurus. 
Aldebaran was therefore one of the four 
Royal Stars, or Guardians of the Sea- 
sons, of that time in Persia. 

Its position near the beginning of the 
7th degree of Gemini in 1776 should be 
of interest to astrologers in connection 
with the so-called horoscope of the United 
States which has the 8th degree of 
Gemini rising! 

The V of stars which has Aldebaran 
at its tip is a star-group known as the 
Hyades or “rainy stars.’’ These stars are 
all travelling together and as they recede 
in space appear to converge, all of them, 
at a point now marked by Aldebaran. 
Bright ruddy Aldebaran does not belong 
to this group; he only marks the direc- 
tion toward which the Hyades are con- 
verging. 

Aldebaran himself is headed almost 
straight away from the solar system at 
thirty miles. a second. His is almost the 
opposite of Deneb (Alpha Cygni) which 
is apparently headed straight for us. 
Aldebaran is relatively near, about 28 
light years away, and like all red stars 
has large volume with relatively little 
mass. Its diameter is about 40 times that 
of our sun so that if it replaced our sun 
it would extend half way to the orbit of 
Mercury, yet Aldebaran is only about 
four times as massive as the sun. His 
apparent position on July 1, 1952 will be 
9° Gemini 7’ 17”, latitude 5° 28’ South, 
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which makes him a zodiacal star, or one 
that can be entered in the horoscope much 
the same as a planet. Its right ascension 
at that time will be 68° 17’ 43”, declina- 
tion 16° 25’ 2” North and its apparent 
zodiacal place in past and future centuries 
is given in the table below to a first 
degree of approximation (exact on Janu- 
ary 1, 1900) or an annual motion of 
50.17” in longitude. 

Taurus, the Bull, consists only of the 
head, forelegs and fore-part of a bull but 
he is endowed’ with great curved horns. 
If you take the other tip of the V, oppo- 
site to Aldebaran, and extend it but a 
short-way to the north you come to a 
white star of the 2d magnitude, El Nath, 
or the “Butting One,” marking the tip of 
the right or northern horn of the Bull. 
This is also a zodiacal star, same as 
Aldebaran, but as much to the north of 
the ecliptic (in latitude) as Aldebaran 
is south. Like Aldebaran it portends 
eminence and fortune to all who could 
claim it as their star. On July 1, 1952 its 
longitude will be 21° Gemini 54’ 31”. 


THE CONSTELLATION OF ORION 

Pursuing the Bull is the magnificent 
gigantic Orion, the Hunter, the most 
spectacular constellation in the heavens. 
You can search the skies over and over, 
north and south, and nothing will be 
found to match Orion. There he stands, 
outlined in bright stars: his right and 
left shoulders, his belt, his sword hang- 
ing from the belt, his two feet’ and a 
rather faint star where his head should 
be. It is somewhat disappointing that 
such a gigantic figure should have such 
a small head but giants are not supposed 
to have much in the way of brains. A 
strong back is more essential. 

So this is Orion the Hunter, known 
jokingly in America as O’Ryan the Irish 
Giant. The Greeks back to Homer called 
him Orion but they borrowed the name 
from the Semitic peoples, who called him 
Ury-on, the “fiery one,” and the same 
titles were given to this constellation as 
were given to the sun. Curiously our

words war and warrior are derived from 
the same source. All the solar myths seem 
to refer to this constellation. If one reads 
what the ancient classics say about Orion 
it becomes clear that what they had in 
mind was the hero, be he Hercules or 
Samson or Nimrod or, some other .solar 
hero struggling to become immortal and 


doing it, human fashion, the hard way. It . 


is true that we have a modern constella- 
tion of Hercules in the northern sky but 
to the ancient Greeks and Romans Orion 
was Hercules. Like all solar myths Orion 
becomes blind and can no longer see or 
be seen but then it is the winter time and 
the hero must travel through the nether 
world (like,the sun after night fall) to 
be reborn, and nature with him, the next 
spring or the next morn. There is some- 
thing epic about Orion because he is the 
epitome of humanity, the divine orphan, 
taking heaven by storm; almost blinded 
as he seeks apotheosis and subsequent 
resurrection. 


STARS IN ORION 

Most of the stars in Orion are mem- 
bers of another important star-group: the 
Orion group. They are remarkable stars 
considering their relatively great distance 
from the solar system (about 600 light 
years) and the fact that the Orion group 
is receding from the Solar system at 
quite some speed. One wonders how they 
appeared to ancient man say a million or 
half-a-million years ago when they were 
nearer and brighter but the remarkable 
thing is that 50,000 years in the future 
they will not be less conspicuous than 
today but will be joined by the match- 
lessly brilliant Sirius so that apparently 
the constellation will be more remarkable 
than ever. 

Alpha of Orion is the huge orange-red 
star Betelgeuze marking Orion’s right 
shoulder. Betelgeuze is so enormous that 
if he were in the Sun’s place not only the 
earth but Mars and its orbit would lie 
within his body. Astrologically Betel- 
geuze confers military fortune, prefer- 
ment and wealth.

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Beta of Orion is the also huge but 
brilliant blue-white star Rigel on the left 
foot of Orion. Most of the enormously 
big stars are red and relatively cool but 
here is one that is both white-hot and 
large enough so that if he were to take 
the place of the Sun he would occupy 
most of the space up to Mercury’s orbit. 
AstrologicaHy it is said to give benevo- 
lence, riches, happiness, glory, etc. 

Gamma of Orion is the bright pale yel- 
low Bellatrix (accented on the second 
syllable with an “aye’’), the Amazon 
star, as its Latin name connotes. Like all 
of the stars in Orion it is said, astrologic- 
ally, to confer great civil or military 
honor, power and wealth, but it is par- 
ticularly favorable to women, making 
them lucky and loquacious. 

Delta, Epsilon and Zeta of Orion are 
the “three Kings” or “the three wisemen 
or Magi” who make up Orion’s belt. 
Their Arabic names are in order: Min- 
taka, Alnilam and Alnitak and all, as you 
might guess, portend good fortune but 
fleeting public honors. Astronomically, if 
you would like to locate a point of the 
celestial equator, or our earth’s equator 
projected into space, look for Orion’s belt. 
The celestial equator now passes through 
the Belt. 

Lastly, Orion’s sword: It is of no 
astrological importance but remember 
that the middle star is not a star at all 
but the Great “Whirlpool” Nebula in 
Orion. The smallest telescope will reveal 
its true character to you—truly a remark- 
able sight. ; 

The apparent positions of some of 
these stars of Orion on July 1, 1952, 
will be as given below. Their posi- 
tions in past years may be computed ap- 
proximately by subtracting the general 
procession in longitude of 50.”26 per 
year, or 1° 23’ 46” per century. 

CAPELLA 

As if there were not enough important 
stars among the constellations. of Taurus 
and Orion in the sign Gemini, a constella- 
tion to the North of Orion contributes 


at least one more important star. This 
is the bright yellow star Capella in the 
constellation Auriga or the “Good Shep- 
herd.” Auriga is shown on star maps 
holding Capella: the “little she-goat” and 
other kids. Capella is easy to locate; 
merely go a good distance north from 
Orion. It is the only bright star in the 
region. It is the most northern of all the 
first magnitude stars and is visible at 
some hour of every clear night through- 
out the year, in our latitudes. 
Astrologically its influence is easy to 
remember. It seems the olden time astrol- 
ogers ran out of ideas at this point so we 
find, beginning with Aldebaran of Taurus 
and running through all the stars of 
Orion—and including Capella way to the 
north—the same story: civic and military 
honors and wealth! Therefore it seems 
to me that anyone who can legitimately 
claim partnership with all these stars 
sprinkled liberally throughout the longi- 
tudes of the sign Gemini in our conven- 


\tional (moveable) zodiac can lift up his 
‘head to “the hills whence cometh 


our 
help” though I must admit I am not 
aware that honors and wealth fall com- 
monly to the lot of us Geminians. 

I will say this much for the astrologers 
who apparently were denuded of ideas at 
this station: that Capella like Aldebaran 
and all of Orion is rushing away from 
the solar system at great speed. Probably 
this is why civic and military honors and 
wealth rush away too, like a, flower that 
blooms for a day, then withers and is cast 
away. One wonders what all these fine 
stars now rushing away from us were 
like during the Golden Age of Humanity 
when they, were much nearer. Astron- 
omers who were engaged in analyzing 
star drifts and group motions have left 
those activities to browse in a temporarily 
more succulent pasture of radio stars and 
cosmic dust. Still, so it seems, our sun 
has in past ages forged enduring links 
with these splendid brothers now depart- 
ing from us!

Further the U. S. Moon is also posited 
in Kefauver’s 6th house, also descending, 
so that the public by and large, is not 
impressed with the Kefauver brand of 
liberalism on the whole. The U. S. 
Saturn near conjunction Kefauver’s Mars 
would seem to indicate that the man’s 
actions, especially his legislative actions, 
were denied by the U. S. body of law- 
makers and conservative, established in- 
terests. 

The aspects of the Senator’s chart 
against the chart set up for the Demo- 
cratic National Convention are not much 
more encouraging. For although they do 
show a more cohesive strength and more 
alliances, as the several near conjunctions 
in and between these two charts indi- 
cate, these points of contact are for the 
most part beneath the horizon, thus not 
openly expressed or materialized. Most 
difficult of all for the Senator is the fact 
that Kefauver’s Neptune, just over the 
Ascendant is clearly the “Orphan Annie” 
aspect for the man. On the other hand, 
transiting Neptune that day is near con- 
junction ‘Kefauver’s Mars, and transiting 
Saturn is near conjunction his North 
Node. At the same time, transiting Jupi- 
ter is in the Senator’s radical 9th house 
and the transiting Sun and Moon, all 
but conjunct his own Sun and Mercury. 
From this one concludes that although 
Kefauver will. not come off with the 
grand prize of the nomination, behind 
the scenes horse-trading, enforced upon 
him, should enable him to attain a high 
post in the government, especially if the 
November elections retain the Demo- 
cratic Party in power. 

As a man and as a public influence, 
Senator Kefauver’s chart is one of great 
striving forces embodying sincere desire 
for reform. This is a chart of a man 
whose ambitions are likely to be sactri- 
fied to his ideals. The test in the cosmic 
planetary moral sense and on the na- 
tional scene will come when he stands at 
the point of decision and chooses this road 
rather than that of sacrificing his ideals 
to his personal ambitions. In later years, 
Estes Kefauver can grow into a four- 
square character of strength and honor 
in and on his country’s list of notables. 
Meanwhile, the man deserves far more 


true understanding than he is likely to 
get, for this is a chart of a soul deep in 
the struggle of this Uranian period of 
confusion. He is, without doubt, one of 
the star forces, reaching out for new 
sureties amid the uncertainties of this 
transition era in the world and on our 
national scene. Patience, attended by in- 
creasing wisdom are necessary for both 
the man’s and the nation’s growth. And 
out of these will come additional strength 
and honors for both entities.

denotes a genius—one who can bridge 
the gap between the known and the un- 
known. No fear of Stalin or anyone else 
in this person’s makeup! 

Two planets in Sagittarius, so im- 
portant to candidates on election day, are 
in this chart, and the Dragon’s Head is 
in Aquarius, trining Jupiter and Venus, 
sextiling Saturn, offsetting to a marked 
degree the squares of Mercury and the 
Sun. 

Let’s take a peak at the progressions 
for the year 1952. Look at the pre- 
dominance of Sagittarius! Besides having 
the planets Saturn and the Moon (for 
our purposes here, we will call the 
Moon a “planet”) in that sign, Venus 
and Mars are there by progression. What 
a landslide!!! The transiting Mercury 
and Venus will have a field day touching 
off the progressed Uranus, Saturn, the 
progressed Saturn, the Moon, the pro- 
gressed Mars and the progressed Venus! 
The transiting Moon will have fun doing 
some: switcheroos with the election _out- 
come when it contacts Pluto in Gemini 
and Neptune in the same sign. 

The prognosticators and poll takers 
better watch their step this coming No- 
vember 4th or they will be left showing 
their collective ignorance. Remember too, 
that the Moon, which rules the fickle 
public, will be trining Jupiter and Venus. 
No one else has a ghost of a chance 
against the unseen forces which will be 
working for my “dark horse” candidate. 

Hardly a transiting planet fails to con- 
tact some part of this chart. Much ac- 
tivity is forecast for election day. Most 
interesting of all the aspects, as far as 
this chart is concerned, is the Moon in 
Gemini conjuncting Pluto in Gemini in

JUNE LUNATION

June also brings us to the midpoint 
of the sidereal year, the Summer Solstice 
—that point equidistant between the 
Autumn and Spring Equinoxes—when 
the Sun reaches its greatest declination 
north of the Equator, and give us the 
longest day of the year. 
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THE UNITED STATES 


The midheaven point of the lunation 
conjoins the 1776 U.S.A. Jupiter, and 
sextiles the transiting Jupiter. This is 
beneficial, not only to the Country as a 
whole, but for all transportation, trade, 
commerce, loans, and activity on the 
stock market. It indicates discussions at 
top level concerning the loans and se- 
curities of other countries. It also has a 
stabilizing effect on the financial situa- 
tion in the United States for the period 
of the lunation. Jupiter and Mars in op- 
position from financial houses is cosmic 
evidence that the widespread effort to 
charge congress to curb extravagance 
and over-spending has heaven’s blessing, 
and it naturally follows that there will 
be considerable dissension over and re- 
sistance to the $85.4 billions budget asked 
for by President Truman. Such an ap- 
propriation, if passed, would consider- 
ably increase the heavy taxes already im- 
posed upon the American wage earner. 
The Nation grows increasingly more hos- 
tile towards and critical of the extrava- 
‘gance and waste coming to light daily 


from the politically-inspired exposes now 
emanating from Washington. Resentment 
also increases against further allocations 
of funds for the rearmament of Europe. 
(Mars in the 2nd, indicating the expendi- 
tures, in opposition to Jupiter in the 8th, 
the prejudice.) 


The lunation Mars transits President 
Truman’s Moon, and he will be in a 
very forceful mood this month, make 
his most powerful demands on the Con- 
gress for the rearmament of Europe, 
but he will be fought and criticized po- 
litically by his foes, the people and the 
press. The Nation is beginning to com- 
prehend somewhat the size of the outlays 
—in proportion to national income— 
demanded for the further militarization 
of Europe and the cost of maintaining 
large contingents of American soldiers 
on foreign soil all over the world. This 
opposition indicates also evidences of bad 
judgment. Some of the Nation’s “specu- 
lative ventures” could come a cropper. 
We appear to suffer other losses, also, 
possibly through the present tariff struc- 
ture. This aspect indicates the U. S. 
Treasury Department may not receive 
expected interest and/or payments on 


There 
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foreign loans. These things are but the 
progressive exteriorizations of agree- 
ments already reached during the recent 
meetings of the World bankers—men- 
tioned in our article last month—meet- 
ings although amicable, nonetheless dis- 
appointing to the Treasury budgeteers. 

Uranus in Cancer, in the tenth, 
square to the Saturn in the first house 
of the lunation chart, indicates that many 
of our investors are finding the booming 
Canadian oil stocks to be lucrative earn- 
ers. As Uranus progresses through the 
sign Cancer—which rules Canada—the 
natural resources of that country will 
more and more attract world markets 
and build up the country’s wealth. 

Mars in Scorpio, Jupiter in Taurus: 
this opposition will curb the imports of 
beef from Canada and other stock- 
raising countries, due to the spread of 
that “old debbil,” hoof and mouth dis- 
ease among cattle. 

The first house of a lunation chart in- 
dicates the attitude of the people toward 
their government and the world at large. 
This month we have Saturn and Nep- 
tune conjoined in the first house, indi- 
cating that the Nation will likely suffer 
some great loss or sorrow from circum- 
stances beyond or outside the country. 
This conjunction of Saturn and Neptune 
is a depressing ray, bringing delays and 
confusion. Nor is it an aspect good for 
trade. It is destructive to property, due 
to unseasonable weather. Early runoffs 
of heavy winter snowpacks bring floods. 
In the wake of the “unusual” weather 
comes lowered vitality for the population 
at large. 

Saturn and Neptune, conjoined, square 
Uranus (only 6° from the M.C.) ‘in the 
10th house. Yesterday (this is written 
March 31, 1952) President Truman 
finally announced his decision not to run 


-again, and the date of the Democratic 


Convention has been formally set for 
July 21st at Chicago. His decision was 
timed to the effects of the opposition in 
cardinal signs, square Uranus, falling 
across his first and 7th houses. Uranus 
threw the bombshell, bringing consterna- 
tion in the party’s ranks, and evoked 
the variety of the reactions already re- 
corded. My notes, made previous to 
President Truman’s announcement, how- 
ever, contain the following dedactions 
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from the aspects in force during May: 
“With Uranus in the midheaven, squar- 
ing Saturn and Neptune in the first « 
house, the administration loses power 
and popularity with the people.” 

The Gemini lunation falls exactly on 
the 9th house cusp. This position, affect- 
ing both the 8th and 9th houses, will 
focus public attention on religious mat- 
ters within the country, as well as on 
religious differences in other countries, 
and on international trade and commerce, 
as well as on scientific experimentation 
with projectiles and the expansion of 
air power of foreign countries. We find 
Mercury and Venus in Taurus, in the 
8th house, squaring Pluto in the 11th. 
While Venus and Mercury are conjoined 
the President’s Sun-Neptune in Taurus, 
it also squares Pluto in the 11th, ruling 
Congress. The trend in that body will be 
definitely adverse to his budgetary pro- 
gram. Pluto in the 11th would seem to 
indicate that Congress may “gang up” 
msn any new financing projects or tax 

rggrams which would add to the al- 

eddy heavy load carried by the American 
rmeaieanoraad this particularly because 
of the effects such new burdens would 
have on the forthcoming elections. 


The Secret Service may deem it ad- 
visable to double the protection on the 
person of the President this month be- 
cause of reported intrigue in the sub- 
versive underground.

DEMOCRATIC AND REPUBLICAN 
HOROSCOPES 
THE DEMOCRATS 


The organization which has evolved 
into the present Democratic Party was 
first convened on February 17, 1801, and 
that of the Republican Party, on July 6, 
1854. Studying these charts, we note that 
the May 23rd lunation has the Pluto 
ray conjoined to the Democratic Party’s 
Saturn, squaring Neptune. Now that 
President Truman has released his party 
from allegiance to him, look for a major 
revolt of the younger contingent against 
the “old guard” and its established pro- 
grams. Mars, in the Democratic Party 
chart, opposes Neptune, and squares both 
Saturn and the Sun. This month’s New 
Moon will set off this square during the 
month of May. It places the Uranus of 
the lunation in the first house of the 
Party chart, square to Venus in the 10th, 
which presages intrigues and _ revolts 
against adherence to old procedures and 
programs. 

The Saturn of the Party’s chart con- 
joins the President’s Mars, and with the 
transiting Pluto conjoining both of these 
positions—squaring Neptune—party 
members will betray their pledged candi- 
dates, and the undercover “trading,” 
double-dealing and intrigue—if it ever 
becomes known—will stagger the imagi- 
nation. If President Truman continues 
to believe his position carries weight

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enough in Party affairs to influence it, or 
control the approaching Convention, this 
aspect should warn that the rebellions to 
be staged in favor of factional and/or 
sectional favorites will barely permit his 
voice to be heard. 

THE REPUBLICANS 

Looking now at the chart of the Re- 
publican Party, it is noteworthy—due to 
the lunation’s conjunction with the Venus 
and Saturn of that Party’s chart—that it 
will endeavor to write a more sober and 
stabilizing program to offer the elector- 
ate next November. Quite naturally, the 
“Grand Old Party” is going to talk down 
heavier taxation, too, when it convenes 
in Chicago in July—for the self-same 
reasons that the Democrats will. The 
Uranus of the lunation falls on the Sun 
of the G.O.P. chart, and opposes Jupiter, 
and it is our considered opinion that none 
of the presently mentioned Republican 
presidential candidates have the pulling 
power that present press reporting and 
propaganda would lead us to believe they 
have. The Republican chart indicates that 
there can be such wild stampeding when 
they start to ballot that their best- 
groomed candidates may be tramped 
down and left, forgotten, by the way- 
side. The personal heartaches that will 
follow! The aspects would seem to 
augur the “draft” of the proverbial dark 
horse, and we are wondering if one of 
America’s distinguished “servants” will 
do an “about face” and submit to being 
“drafted.” 

Mercury, of the lunation, conjoins the 
seventh house Uranus of the G.O.P. 
chart, squaring the G.O.P. Mercury in 
the tenth. The Republicans are really just 
about as confused over their presidential 
timber now as the Democrats are. The 
aspects lead to the conclusion that at 
both Conventions—Democratic and Re- 
publican alike— such complete upsets 
could occur as to stun the electorate. 

Getting back now to the lunation chart 
itself, for the United States, prominent 
persons—especially among those who’ve 
made names for themselves along finan- 
cial or mercantile lines—may be called by 
death. The Korean situation, it seems, 
is more or less lost sight of . . . or by- 
passed . . . because of the’ political cres- 
cendo. If this “war” continues through- 
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out May, the casualty lists will be heavy. 
Epidemical ‘‘rash” maladies will continue 
to plague the country’s children; many 
public (and private) scandals will come 
to light, and plenty of crime goes along 
with the confused aspects for the month 
of June. 

THE WORLD BEYOND OUR BORDERS 

BRITAIN 

The lunation ascendant for the Lon- 
don chart conjoins Queen Elizabeth IT’s 
Saturn and Midheaven, with Venus op- 
posing her Jupiter. This indicates she is 
seriously concerned with her new and 
heavy responsibilities. She will call in 
her Prime Minister for conferences in 
order to study the affairs of Britain, 
especially economic affairs which are of 
such vital anxiety to that nation right 
now. This is accented by the Jupiter of 
the lunation transiting her Mercury. The 
new Queen will be very much loved by 
her subjects. Her chart indicates she will 
take her responsibilities seriously—never 
shirking. In our opinion, she will follow 
somewhat of a more conventional Ret 
tern .. . be a bit even on the Victorlan 
side. The lunation planets are very im- 
portant as regards Mr. Churchill. He is 
not as well as he might like to be this 
month. The aspects indicate a veering 
towards Anthony Eden eventually taking 
over Prime Minister Churchill’s duties 
in the not too distaut future. 


GERMANY 

The lunation for Germany has the 
U. S. ascendant for their 7th house cusp, 
making a trine to Saturn on the mid- 
heaven, indicating a very good rapport 
between the present German government 
and the U. S. State Department. We are 
going to give Germany a free hand in 
rearming her own people, and the “go 
ahead” signal in the manufacture of arms 
again. Saturn and Neptune on the M. C. 
for Berlin indicate the present governg 
ment lays serious plans, in a progressive 
way, for the future of that country, and 
their desire now, more than anything 
else, is to obtain foreign assistance. The 
“Germans are a frugal people and will 
help themselves if given enough freedom 
to do so. The West Berlin Germans 
could have difficulty with the Russians 
in the occupation zone. Uranus in the 
7th, square Saturn: there will not be as 
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much fraternizing between the two. zones 
as heretofore, and this because of Rus- 
sia’s political aspirations., Jupiter and 
Mercury in the 5th, in opposition to 
Mars, indicate further trouble between 
soldiers and the populace, especially 
where young people are concerned. We 
believe this has more to do with citizens 
in the cities, rather than throughout the 
country at large. 
MOSCOW 

The chart for Moscow has Mars ex- 
actly conjoined to the midheaven point, 
opposing Jupiter in the 4th. If Stalin 
has a Scorpio ascendant, this could indi- 
cate another operation 6n his throat; 
could even indicate a change in the power 
politics of Russia. Their relationships 
with foreign powers, this month, con- 
tinues to be at as much of an impasse 
as ever. They are just as unpredictable 
in their foreign relations as they have 
always been, and cannot yet be depended 
upon for direct answers. The planets for 
May are on the west side of the wheel, 
meaning they are more concerned with 
what goes on in world affairs than they 
are at home. The people continue to 
suffer privation, and if such a thing is 
possible, to be more restricted than ever. 

TEHERAN 

The Russians are negotiating with the 
Iranian government to reopen the oil 
wells with the aid of Russian engineers. 
The present Iranian government has 
stretched their economic crisis out far 
longer than it was believed possible, but 
an explosion may come there at any time. 
The British have built up other oil fields 
during these past months, have sewed up 
Iranian oil so that the Iranians can’t sell 
it for cash so badly needed to maintain 
their economy. Outside technicians have 
been wary in taking over what has now 
become almost a white elephant on their 
hands. Iran has no means of transport- 
ing her oil, if some foolhardy outsider 
should undertake the job of re-opening 
her refineries, for the world’s oil com- 
panies are sticking together, and won’t 
send any tankers to Iran. And there are 
no buyers fr the oil, if Iran should get 
it produced. The British have convinced 
other nations that the oil is “stolen” and 
have threatened to sue anyone who buys 
it. Other Middle Eastern countries are 
watching Mossadegh’s “experiment” very 
seriously. If Iran’s nationalization should 


prove successful, it would be the cue for 
them to attempt the same thing. The 
affairs, not only of Iran, but of all oil- 
producing Middle East nations—as the 
stars have portended for many moons— 
hang in a delicate balance, and this part 
of the globe still continues to be the 
danger spot of the world. 


EGYPT 

The Mars of the lunation for Cairo 
joins King Farouk’s own Mars exactly, 
and since it opposes Jupiter, indicates 
more trouble from incendiarism, property 
destroyed by fire, rioting. The Nationals 
are even more rebellious than was indi- 
cated by last month’s chart. Farouk, who 
at last seems to have realized that it is 
later than he thinks, has sobered down 
and stays pretty close to the palace—not 
gett'ng about except under very heavy 
guard. He has Libra ascending, and the 
transiting Neptune is over it.

The population has been 
undermined by propaganda and intrigue 
of the most vicious type. The transiting 
Venus and Mercury fall in Farouk’s 8th 
house, in opposition to his Moon from 
Taurus-Scorpio. The people have been 
fully apprised of his profligate waste and 
extravagance—in contrast to their hard- 
ships—and are sullen against his regime 
as much as they are against the foreign 
domination of England. 


AUSTRALIA 

The chart for Sidney, Australia, indi- 
cates that “hoof and mouth” disease 
spreads through their sheep flocks, which 
will work a present hardship on the Aus- 
tralian economic system. They likely will 
be restrained from shipping wool and/or 
hides, because of imposed quarantine 
restrictions. The lunation with Jupiter, 
Mercury and Venus, falls in the 12th 
house of the Sidney chart, indicating the 
forced destruction of animals. Since Mars 
and Jupiter are in opposition from “ani- 
mal” signs, it also indicates the world- 
wide extent of this infection. (Remem- 
ber, we noted it in the Canadian refer- 
ences earlier, also.) Australia, however, 
appears to suffer the heaviest losses be- 
cause of her predominantly animal in- 
dustry. This, of course, will shortly con- 
tribute to a rise in the price of woolens 
on the world’s markets. 

~ CHINA 

With Jupiter, Venus, Mercury and the 

Sun and Meon in. the first house for 
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Pekin this month, it is very evident the 
Chinese people want peace. Mars is in 
the 7th house, however, and we doubt if 
any agreements are reached. Should any 
be arrived at, I’m afraid they would be 
very hard on China. It will require the 
loss of face, which is so important to 
their Oriental psychology. The people, 
however, are worn out and hungry; sor- 
rowful with the summer coming and no 
crops planted, and in a mood receptive 
to a welcome of Chiang Kai-Shek back 
into the fold, if it only brings peace 
again. Saturn and Neptune fall in the 
6th house for Pekin, indicaging continued 
heavy losses in the armed forces, and 
the lack of interest of the soldiers them- 
selves in continuing the war. The people

JAPAN 


For Tokio, the lunation has Gemini 
ascending. This indicates the Japanese 
people are in perfect accord with efforts 
to work out the terms of the recently 
ratified treaty with the United States. 
They strongly desire to get this chapter 
in their national affairs behind them and 
go back to the business of self-autonomy.

One time she had 
a very good job, which paid her far more 
than I, a man, have ever made, which 
she suddenly gave up, and took a trip to 
Ecuador. Another time she took a job 
teaching school way out in the desert— 
teaching railroad laborers’ children, had 
no friends, or boy friends of any kind, 
and she was 26 at the time. She has lived 
all over the U. S., and has worked at 
most everything. One time she went to 
Chicago, and in her letters never men- 
tioned the kind of job she had, but I 
found out later that she was singing in a 
bar. 

She has all kinds of friends, some very 
influential ones, both men and women, all 
ages, all nationalities, some you would 
almost feel ashamed to invite home—and 
the men she has gone out with! Some are 
extremely nice, and like her a lot, others 
are unspeakable. There have been several 
of them who were crazy about her, and 
some that she has been mad about, too. 
Even so, she knows how to handle her- 
self and the men, and never gets out of 
place nor goes to extremes, 

During the last three years, however, 
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we have gotten more and more. worried 
about her. She has kept the same job, has 
almost ceased going out, and is not inter- 
ested in any of the men that she meets. 
She is jumpy and nervous, and her 
health seems to be going. She seems to 
be struggling inside herself in some way 
that we don’t understand, and she won't 
discuss it with us. My wife and I have 
invited her to live with us, because we 
felt that if she were around all the time, 
we could help her meet the right kind of 
man, which she really needs, along with 
a home and children, and she wouldn’t be 
so neurotic, so unpredictable, with family 
responsibilities. But she won’t hear of it, 
though she visits us often.

ANSWER: In your sister’s chart we 
expected to find, and did, the sign of 
Virgo rising, with Neptune the ruler of 
her seventh house of marriage relation- 
ships. This planet is placed in Leo in 
her eleventh house, is retrograde, and in 
wide square to Venus in the first degree 
of Taurus in her eighth house, but in the 
sign on the cusp of her ninth. This ties 
in with the strange quality of relation- 
ships. Your sister’s Sun is on her seventh 
house cusp, in Pisces ; this sign also holds 
her Uranus, the planet of the unusual, 
which is in the sixth house of work, con- 
junct Mercury by one degree. Her Moon 
is also in the sixth, in the sign of Uranus, 
i.e. Aquarius, and is approaching the con- 
junction of this planet. Saturn is rising 
in her chart, in Virgo, and Jupiter is 
also in this sign, although the latter is 
above the ascendant in the twelfth house. 
Saturn and Jupiter are both opposed by 
her Sun in Pisces.

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posed by her Mercury-Uranus conjunc- 
tion. 


Your sister’s Mars is in Aries in her ° 


eighth house, square to Pluto in Cancer 
in her tenth, and trine to her eleventh 
house Neptune. All the indications in 
her chart show the longing and constant 
seeking for the unattainable, or she 
knows not what. The critical, analytical 
faculty of her rising sign, Virgo, which 
holds both Saturn and Jupiter, together 
with the Neptunian and Uranian urges 
toward the different, unique, the unusual, 
have conspired in her nature to set her 
apart. The ordinary husband-and-wife 
relationship is not for her. 

You ask, ‘““When will she settle down ?” 
Naturally you mean into a settled mar- 
riage state, for you also say that for the 
past three years your sister has led a 
very quiet, stay-at-home life. Because of 
a progressed lunation that has recently 
taken place in her eighth house, con- 
junct Mars in Aries, no doubt she is 
now undergoing an inner regeneration. 
Changes are taking place in her inner 
consciousness. She has wrapped her real 
self in a cocoon, so to speak, during this 
regenerative process.

ANSWER: Neptune is the ruler of 
your seventh house of marriage, and this 
planet is posited in Gemini in your tenth 
house, conjunct Pluto, in square aspect 
to your twelfth house Saturn in Virgo. 
Your progressed Moon has _ recently 
passed over this Neptune. This is the 
astrological configuration responsible for 
what has happened—i.e., your involve- 
ment with a man who has ties (Gemini— 
the double-bodied sign). 

The Pisces man has Mars rising in 
Gemini, according to the chart you sent, 
in opposition to his seventh house Jupiter 
in Sagittarius, both squared by his Sun- 
Moon in Pisces. This aspect has mani- 
fested through the mental illness of this 
man’s wife. Also, since your association, 
in your nervous disorder and instability. 
(Neptune and Pisces are associated with

The contacts between your chart and 
this man’s are as follows: Your Moon is 
on his Venus in Aquarius, which is ex- 
cellent, especially for friendship, particu- 
larly of the platonic kind. The strong 
South Node contact between your charts 
(this man’s South Node on your Mer- 
cury-Uranus conjunction in Libra, and 
near your Venus in Libra) is the “kar- 
mic” influence you mention.

ANSWER: Your progressed Moon is 
on your progressed Venus and Uranus 
in Sagittarius this year. In order to de- 
termine the exact house in which this 
configuration takes place, it would be 
necessary to know your place as well as 
your exact hour of birth. But it is apt 
to bring a change of considerable im- 
portance, probably one totally unfore- 
seen and unexpected. 

The transiting Saturn has been in the 
vicinity of your Venus in Libra, to- 
gether with the transiting Neptune; this 
would account for the lost and lonely 
feeling you describe. Saturn will be in 
Libra until October 23, 1953. After that 
you should feel considerably relieved of 
the Saturnine restrictions that Have 
weighed you down for the past year and 
a half. 

Your husband’s Sun and Venus are 
square Saturn and Uranus; his Neptune 
is conjuact Jupiter in Leo, sextile Mars. 
He has Moon in square to Mars, which 
sometimes gives a too convivial, prodi- 
gal streak. But there are redeeming as- 
pects in his chart, like Sun and Mercury 
trine Mars, which bestow a good quick 
mentality and a robust constitution ; also 
Pluto sextiles Saturn and trines Uranus. 
Your own Mars, indicative of the type 
of man you attract, is trine Jupiter. It 
could be that in your present unhappy 
state, due to Saturn on your Venus, you 
have been looking too much on the 
darker side of things. 

As we have stated repeatedly in this 
department, those who have become in 
any way wunwisely addicted to alcohol 
don't just “stép drinking” because their 
Wives or associates tell them to, and 
point out the folly of their aduiction. They 
need to be shocked into a realization of 
the danger of drinking too much. Many 
have to “hit bottom” before they wake 
up, ang start up. Others need psycho- 
logical care, or psychoanalysis or analytic 
therapy. In your husband’s case, much 
would of course depend upon how far he 
has gone. Perhaps he merely considers 


himself a social drinker. You did not 
mention anything about his drinking es- 
capades, or whether or not he gets into 
social brawls, etc. In any event, in the 
absence of his hour and place of birth 
it is not possible to make ‘very specific 
deductions. His progressed Moon is in 
the last decanate of Pisces, soon to enter 
Aries, a positive and assertive 
therefore I feel things should soon be 
picking up somewhat for him, particu- 
larly as the Moon in Aries will throw 
good aspects to his Venus, Sun, Neptune 
and Jupiter.

Capella is a star great in its own 
right. It is relatively near, only about 34 
light years away. It emits 250 times as 
much light as our sun, but this light is 
almost identical with sunlight. Capella is 
virtually the same as our sun in physical 
constitution and furnishes the model 
spectrum of the Solar type, yellow in 
tinge and ruled throughout with many 
fine dark lines. Its apparent place on 
July 1, 1952 will be: 21° Gemini 11’ 28”, 
latitude North 22° 51’ 46” and right 
ascension 78° 17’, declination 45° 57° N. 

So we come to the end of the splendid 
stars in Gemini, though we have been 
very brief about it. Seemingly they are 
all of one piece astrologically and that 
makes it easy to remember. The only ex- 
ception comes in at the tail end of Gemini. 
Capella is Alpha of Auriga; Beta of Au- 
riga is a 2d magnitude yellow star called 
Menkalinan situated about ten degrees 
east of. Capella in about 29° Gemini 15’ 
at this time. In contrast to the honor- 
bearing stars in Gemini, Menkalinan 
causes ruin, disgrace and sometimes vio- 
lent death, or so say the ancient astrol- 
ogers. But to the astronomer Menkalinan 
is of interest because it is one of the Ursa 
major, or “Big Dipper,” group of stars. 
It is hard to believe, due to’ its wide sepa- 
ration, that Menkalinan is one with the 
inner group of the Big Dipper, but such 
is the fact: a fact we will have to get 
used to in view of what is coming next 
month. 
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Sections 1, 2 and 3. Atlantic Coast: 
Period | through 7. With all of the ear- 
marks of so many cold aspects of Venus 
and Mercury to Saturn and Neptune 
high pressure areas may be frequent over 
this section. 

1 and 2. Very unsettled and some local 
showers N 1; clearing S 1; generally fair 
and milder after coastal showers and 
cloudiness 2; part cloudy to fair 3. 

3 and 4. Increasing cloudiness and 
squally in 1-2 moving into N 3; part 
_ cloudy to fair and warm in S 3. Watch 
for some real storms and changeable 
winds on coastal waters now.

GOING FISHING 


It is a well known fact that fishing 
is always best at Last Quarter and 
New Moon phases. 

Weather permitting, the best dates 
are June 15th to June 27th inclusive. 

The good days are June Ist, 2nd, 
12th, 13th, 14th, 28th, 29th, and 30th. 

The low average catches are June 
3rd to June 11th inclusive. 

Plan your fishing for the last half of 
the month of June. 











Crops that produce their yield above 
the soil and grow from seed with a root 
formation, such as beans, peas, lettuce, 
corn, sweetpeas and marigolds, should be 
planted when the Moon is new or in its 
first quarter. Crops that produce their 
yield in the soil and grow from bulb 
formation, such as beets, carrots, potatoes, 
turnips, tulips and gladioli, should be 
planted when the Moon is full or in last 
quarter. Plant in last quarter only if 
necessary as it is not considered the 
best time to plant. 

Never plant when the soil is bone dry 
if you wish to lunar plant, as there must 
be moisture in the soil to start germina- 
tion. 

Time given is Eastern Standard Time. 
For Daylight Saving Time, add one 
hour. 

Laying Shingles, Painting and Setting 
Fence Posts: Shingles lay flatter, paint 
weathers better and posts remain more 
firmly in the soil when these tasks are 
performed on June 11th, 12th, 17th, 18th 
and 19th. 

Seeding for Hay, Grain and Cereals; 
Making the New Lawn: If you are going 
to make that new lawn, do it this month. 
The good dates are June 2nd, 3rd, 4th, 





6th, 22nd, 23rd, and up to 2:02 P.M. 
June 24th, also after 3:12 P.M. June 
29th and June 30. 

Weaning Animals or Changing their 
Feed: Use the dates of June 7th to 14th 
inclusive. The two best days are June 
9th and 10th. 

Pruning, Nipping Buds and Cutting 
Grass: Fair for fast growth: June 2nd, 
3rd, and 4th, also after 3:12 P.M. June 
29th and June 30th. Good for fast 
growth, June 5th, 6th, 22nd, 23rd, and 
up to 2:02 P.M. June 24th.

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Ouer the Fence 


In this department Mr. Hook answers personal questions about your gardening 
problems. Our readers should be advised that all articles are written about three.months 
in advance of publication, therefore should not expect an answer to appear prior to 


that time. 


A recent letter received from one of our 
aid readers asks, “What can I do to com- 
bat insects this year?” 

So as not to be too late with the in- 
formation many of you will need before 
the summer is over, we are answering this 
question early. 

There is no need to let insects destroy 
your plants. Keep your eyes open and in- 
spect your plants for destructive insects 
at least every other day. The best all-around 
insect spray is D.D.T. By dusting or spray- 
ing with this every week or two you can 
keep insect pests under control. 

owever, D.D.T. is not effective in de- 
stroying .Mexican bean beetles. Tomato 
horn worm and most aphids are immune 
to D.D.T. 

I would also advise you not to use D.D.T. 
on cucumbers, melons and squash vines as 
they may be injured by D.D.T. We must 
look for some other good spray. Rotennone 
is deadly to aphids and destructive to the 
other insects that D.D.T. does not effect. 

Nicotine sulphate is sold under several 
trade names. Your dealer can advise you 


which preparations contain nicotine sul- 
phate. Use it on rose bushes and other 
plants that are troubled with aphids. These 
feed on the tip ends of new growth. 
Arsenic of lead is used for cucumbers, 


- melons and squash to control the cucumber 


beetle. This is a highly poisonous chemical 
and care is necessary in handling. It has 
been used for years by millions of gardeners 
and farmers. 


Pyrethrum is made in liquid and powder 
form. It is safe to humans and animals. It 
is an asphyxiate. and must be used in a 
contact spray direct on the body of the 
insect. Its effect lasts for about 30 minutes 
in the open air but if the spray or dust 
job is well done your bugs will be gone. 
It is made from’ a flower (pyrethrum 
roseum). It is very good to use on plants 
that are forming their fruit, such as to- 
matoes, beans, peppers, squash, cabbage, 
cauliflower, etc. Keep your pyrethrum liquid 
or powder in tight containers when not in 
use, otherwise it will lose its full strength.
